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The  Columbian -Isabella  quarter- dollar,  issued 
in  1893  for  the  Chicago  World’s  Fair.  It  is  unique 
as  the  only  U.  S.  coin  having  the  head  of  a 
crowned  European  monarch:  Queen  Isabella,  of 
Spain.  Only  40,023  of  these  interesting  coins 
were  minted,  and  they  are  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  obtain. 
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FOREWORD 


The  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  make  available, 
in  a  convenient  form,  the  latest  authentic  in¬ 
formation  regarding  the  value  of  United  States 
coins.  It  includes  several  important  features 
that,  so  far  as  is  known,  have  not  heretofore 
been  combined  in  any  coin  book. 

Although  its  size  is  not  too  large  to  fit  a  gentle¬ 
man’s  inside  coat  pocket,  or  a  lady’s  hand-bag, 
it  includes  accurate  estimates  of  the  value  of 
every  coin,  as  represented  by  the  average  of 
prices  usually  paid  by  coin  dealers;  also  official 
figures  supplied  by  the  United  States  Mint 
showing  the  numbers  issued  of  the  various  coins, 
information  that  often  has  a  direct  relation  to 
their  scarcity  and  value. 

Collectors  are  certain  to  appreciate  the  inclu¬ 
sion  of  a  handy  Check-List  of  all  dates  of  every 
United  States  coin,  and  a  special  Check-List  of 
the  United  States  commemorative  issues.  It  is 
believed  that  this  feature  alone  will  prove  to  be 
worth  many  times  the  cost  of  this  book,  as  it 
will  enable  collectors,  by  simply  encircling  the 
dates,  to  know  exactly  at  all  times  just  what  is 
needed  to  complete  their  collections. 

Where  minor  varieties,  issued  in  the  same 
years,  have  any  special  value  such  varieties  have 
been  listed  separately,  with  sufficient  information 
to  distinguish  them. 

This  book  will  be  useful  only  in  so  far  as  it  is 
clear  and  understandable.  It  has  been  thought 
best  to  use  no  technical  coin  terms  without  first 
fully  explaining  them.  All  such  terms  are  care¬ 
fully  defined  in  the  section  of  “Explanations.” 

The  inclusion  of  “Hints”  may,  it  is  hoped, 
enable  those  unfamiliar  with  coins  to  use  this 
book  more  effectively  and  help  to  avoid  confu¬ 
sion  and  misunderstanding. 

The  collection  of  coins  is  a  hobby  both  fascin- 
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ating  and  instructive.  It  is  a  study  that  stimu¬ 
lates  a  greater  appreciation  of  the  significance  of 
national  history  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  interest  in  old  coins  is  keenly  alive  and 
rapidly  increasing. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  father,  Mr.  Augustus 
William  Dellquest  for  his  assistance  and  co¬ 
operation  in  the  preparation  of  this  book  and 
for  the  use  of  his  collection  of  botDks  relating  to 
the  coins  of  the  United  States. 

Acknowledgment  is  gratefully  made  to  Mr. 
Harry  J.  Lelande,  veteran  numismatist,  for  his 
helpful  criticisms  and  suggestions  and  for  his 
kindness  in  checking  over  the  manuscript  before 
publication. 

NOTE  TO  THE  THIRD  EDITION 

It  is  believed  that  the  changes  and  additions  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  new  edition  will  still  further  en¬ 
hance  the  usefulness  of  the  book.  A  few  minor 
errors  and  omissions  have  been  corrected;  a  new 
section  has  been  added  describing  the  fractional 
paper  currency  of  the  United  States;  and  a  note 
regarding  the  small  gold  coins  of  California.  All 
of  the  former  lists  have  been  carefully  re-checked 
and  brought  up-to-date.  The  list  of  the  com¬ 
memorative  half-dollars  has  been  supplemented 
by  notes  on  the  new  issues  of  1934  and  1935.

IMPORTANT! 


A  Few  Hints  to  the  User  of  This  Coin  Book.  To 

Be  Read  Carefully  in  Order  to  Avoid  Misunder¬ 
standing. 

Don’t  assume  that  a  dealer  will  buy  your  coins 
at  all  times,  even  though  they  may  command 
a  premium.  Every  dealer  is  occasionally  over¬ 
stocked  with  certain  coins  and  may  naturally 
defer  purchasing  such  items  for  the  good  reason 
that  he  does  not  need  them  at  the  time  they 
are  offered. 

Don’t  expect  dealers  or  collectors  to  buy  badly 
worn  coins,  or  coins  with  holes  or  other  muti¬ 
lations.  Such  coins  are,  generally  speaking, 
worthless. 

Don’t  forget  that  the  condition  of  a  coin  is  of 
vital  importance  to  its  value.  A  certain  coin, 
for  example,  may  readily  bring  $25.00  if  in 
fine  condition,  while  the  same  coin  in  only 
fair  shape  may  be  far  less  desirable  at  $5.00. 
For  this  reason  it  is  impossible  for  any  coin 
book  to  do  more  than  give  an  estimate  of  the 
average  range  in  value  of  a  coin. 

Don’t  rush  for  a  can  of  metal  polish  as  soon  as 
you  find  some  old  coins.  Better  let  them  alone, 
or  you  may  scrub  away  much  of  their  value. 
Dealers  and  collectors  seldom  want  their  old 
coins  to  be  shining  like  brass  door-knobs. 

Don’t  think  that  a  coin  is  valuable  because  it  is 
old.  The  age  of  a  coin  usually  has  little  or 
nothing  to  do  with  its  value.  Many  of  the 
oldest  coins  are  common,  yet  some  really 
scarce  ones  are  of  comparatively  recent  coin¬ 
age.  Your  old  half-dollar  may  have  belonged 
to  your  great-grandfather  and  you  may  treas¬ 
ure  it  as  a  family  heirloom,  but  it  may  be, 
sadly  enough,  that  several  millions  were  coined 
and  its  value  may  not  exceed  seventy-five 
cents. 

Don’t  hoard  coins  that  have  no  premium  over 
their  face  value,  simply  because  they  “look 
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old”  or  as  the  result  of  unfounded  rumors. 
Look  them  up  in  your  Coin  Book.  Inform 
yourself,  and  if  your  coins  are  not  in  the 
premium  lists,  put  them  in  circulation  and 
let  them  do  yourself  and  others  some  good. 
It  would  be  surprising  to  ascertain  the  total 
sum  of  money  that  is  frozen  away  out  of 
circulation  by  good  people  who  save  out  cer¬ 
tain  coins  and  paper  bills  in  the  mistaken 
belief  that  ‘‘they  may  be  valuable  some  day.” 

Don’t  feel  surprised  if  coin  dealers  ask  a  premium 
for  fine  specimens  of  current  or  common  coins, 
ordinarily  worth  only  face  value.  Such  coins 
are  supplied  by  dealers  to  collectors  wishing 
to  complete  sets  and  are  carried  in  stock  as 
a  convenience  to  save  their  customers  time 
and  trouble.  The  dealer  is  entitled  to  some¬ 
thing  extra  for  the  money  he  ties  up,  not  to 
mention  his  cost  of  doing  business. 

Don’t  believe  too  readily  what  you  read  about 
old  coins  in  the  newspapers.  Such  stories  are 
too  often  more  sensational  than  accurate  and 
are  likely  to  be  unreliable  and  misleading. 

Don’t  waste  your  time  looking  for  1913  liberty- 
head  nickels.  Such  coins  are  not,  and  never 
were,  in  circulation.  Only  six  were  made,  and 
all  of  them  were  quickly  placed  in  collections. 


UNCLE  SAM  NOT  IN  THE  OLD 
COIN  BUSINESS 

Don’t  send  to  the  United  States  Mint  inquiries 
about  the  value  of  your  old  coins.  Read  this. 
It’s  official: 

‘‘The  mints  do  not  buy  nor  sell  old  coins  or 
paper  money.” 

‘‘There  is  no  premium  paid  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  for  the  return  of  its  coins  or  paper  money 
of  former  issues.” 

‘‘The  mints  do  not  undertake  to  pass  upon  the 
value  or  character  of  coins  or  paper  money, 
or  decide  questions  in  numismatics.” 

‘The  mints  can  not  supply  any  list  giving 
ihe  names  of  coin  dealers,  or  of  any  one  in¬ 
terested  in  the  collection  of  coins.”

EXPLANATIONS  OF  THE  TERMS  USED 

Dated  over.  Where  minor  varieties  are  marked 
“dated  over  — ”  or  “over  — ”,  for  example 
an  1803  coin,  marked  “over  1802”  it  means 
that  the  coins  issued  during  the  previous  year 
were  used  to  make  up  some  shortage  and  the 
old  date  on  the  coin  was  stamped  over  with 
the  new  date  of  the  later  year.  These  are  some¬ 
times  known  as  “over-dates.” 
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Edge  milled.  This  means  that  fine,  parallel 
grooves,  or  indentations,  have  been  cut  across 
the  edge  of  the  coin. 

Edge  lettered.  Before  the  edges  of  United  States 
coins  were  regularly  milled,  very  small  letters, 
usually  marking  the  denomination  of  the  coin, 
were  stamped  around  the  edges.  By  lettering, 
or  milling  the  edge  of  a  coin,  the  practice  of 
clipping  away  small  pieces  of  the  metal  was 
discouraged. 

Edge  plain.  This  means  that  the  edge  is  neither 
milled  nor  lettered,  but  left  smooth  and  plain. 

Obverse.  The  obverse  of  a  coin  is  the  side  upon 
which  the  principal  image  or  design,  and 
usually  the  date,  appears.  It  is  popularly 
known  as  “heads.” 

Reverse.  The  side  of  a  coin  other  than  the  obverse 
is  called  the  reverse.  This  side  is  popularly 
known  as  “tails.” 

Pattern.  Pattern  pieces  are  “trial  coins”  of 
special  designs,  struck  experimentally.  See 
further  explanation  on  page  6. 

Premium.  The  premium  on  a  coin  is  the  sum  at 
which  it  can  be  sold  above  its  face  value. 
Thus,  a  silver  dollar  that  sells  for  five  dollars 
has  four  dollars  premium. 

Planchet.  The  flat,  blank  piece  of  metal,  usually 
round  in  shape,  upon  which  the  coin  is  struck, 
is  called  the  planchet. 

Numismatist.  One  skilled  in  the  science  of  coins, 
especially  as  to  their  history,  varieties,  and 
values,  is  a  numismatist.  It  is  pronounced: 
nu  miz'ma  tist.  Numismatics  (nu  miz  mat'  Iks) 
is  the  science  of  coins. 

Varieties.  Coins  having  the  same  denornination 
and  date,  but  showing  slight  variations  or 
differences  in  their  design  are  knowm  as 
varieties. 

Types.  The  type  of  a  coin  refers  to  its  general 
design.  Where  a  number  of  coins  show  mate¬ 
rially  different  designs,  they  are  said  to  be  of 
different  types. 

Re-slrikes.  When  the  original  dies  from  which 
coins  are  stamped  are  kept  and  used  again 
at  a  later  year  than  the  date  on  the  coin,  the 
coins  so  made  are  known  as  re-strikes.

ABOUT  CONDITION 


Proof.  Proof  coins  are  those  hand-struck  for 
collections  or  exhibition  purposes,  upon 
especially  polished  planchets.  The  surface  of 
such  coins  shines  like  a  mirror.  They  are  not 
issued  for  circulation. 

Uncirculated.  Uncirculated  coins  are  those  regu¬ 
larly  issued,  but  they  are  bright  and  new, 
just  as  they  came  from  the  mint,  and  show  no 
scratches,  dents,  nor  signs  of  wear.  This  state 
of  a  coin  is  sometimes  called  “mint.” 

Extra  {Extremely)  Fine.  Apparently  as  good  as 
uncirculated,  but  careful  examination  will 
show  very  slight  signs  of  wear. 

Very  Fine.  The  signs  of  wear  are  somewhat  more 
noticeable,  but  the  coin  is  still  in  splendid 
condition. 

Fine.  The  coin  shows  that  it  has  been  circulated, 
and  the  highest  parts  of  its  surface  are  worn 
a  bit,  but  every  feature  stands  out  strong  and 
there  are  no  ugly  dents  or  scratches. 

Very  Good.  The  signs  of  wear  are  easily  notice¬ 
able,  but  every  part  of  the  coin  is  plain. 

Good.  The  coin  shows  that  it  has  been  well  circu¬ 
lated,  but  the  date  and  lettering  are  still  easily 
read. 

Fair.  Considerably  worn,  although  the  date  and 
lettering  can  still  be  made  out. 

Poor.  Very  much  worn:  quite  smooth  or  “slick,” 
but  there  is  barely  enough  left  to  tell  what  it 
used  to  be.  Such  coins  are  seldom  saleable.

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ABOUT  MINT-MARKS 

The  tiny  initial  letters,  usually  found  at  the 
bottom  of  most  coins,  tell  where  the  coin  was 
made.  They  are  known  as  “mint-marks.”  If 
there  is  no  mint-mark  on  a  United  States  coin, 
it  was  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Only 
United  States  coins  made  at  branch  mints  have 
mint-marks. 

“C”  stands  for  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  Mint;  coin¬ 
age  discontinued  in  1861. 

“CC”  stands  for  Carson  City,  Nev.,  Mint; 
coinage  discontinued  in  1893. 

“D”  (up  to  1861)  stands  for  Dahlonega,  Ga., 
Mint;  coinage  discontinued  in  1861. 

“D”  (since  1906)  stands  for  Denver,  Colo., 
Mint. 

“O”  stands  for  New  Orleans,  La.,  Mint;  coin¬ 
age  discontinued  in  1909. 

“S”  stands  for  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Mint. 


“ONLY  PROOFS” 

If  the  words  “only  proofs”  appear  after  a 
date  in  the  premium  lists,  it  means  that  in  that 
year  no  coins  were  regularly  issued  for  circulation 
but  only  a  limited  number  of  specially  prepared 
pieces  in  proof  state. 

COINS  NOT  IN  THE  PREMIUM  LISTS 

Only  coins  having  a  premium  are  included  in 
the  following  lists.  If  a  certain  coin  is  not  listed, 
that  coin  is  worth  its  face  value  only. 


PATTERN  PIECES 

Certain  pieces  of  trial  designs,  struck  experi¬ 
mentally  and  not  minted  as  a  part  of  the  national 
coinage,  are  known  as  “pattern  pieces.”  Such 
pieces  were  not  issued  for  circulation  and  are  not, 
properly  speaking,  coins.  They  are  therefore  not 
included  here  among  United  States  coins,  ex¬ 
ceptions  being  made  in  the  case  of  a  few  notable 
pieces  such  as  the  “flying-eagle  dollar,”  the 
1856  “flying-eagle  cent.”  and  the  “stella”  or 
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four-dollar  gold  piece.  These  are  all  technically 
“patterns,”  but  are  so  well  known  to  collectors 
and  in  such  active  demand,  that  it  is  considered 
proper  to  include  them. 


COUNTERFEIT  AND  ALTERED  COINS 

Most  counterfeits  of  U.  S.  coins  are,  fortu¬ 
nately,  so  crudely  made  that  they  should  not 
deceive  anyone  who  examines  them  carefully. 
A  warning  is  proper,  however,  regarding  the 
existence  of  certain  genuine  common  coins  that 
have  been  fraudulently  altered  and  offered  for 
rare  varieties.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the 
case  of  such  coins  as  the  1853  quarters  and  half- 
dollars  where  dishonest  persons  may  be  tempted 
to  cut  or  file  away  the  rays  and  the  small  arrow- 
points  in  order  to  turn  a  very  common  coin  into 
a  “very  rare  coin.”  Other  coins,  such  as  the 
1841  and  1863  $2.50  gold  pieces  may  have  the 
tiny  mint-mark  letters  fraudulently  removed. 
The  detection  of  such  impostures  by  weighing 
the  coins  is  not  satisfactory  because  few  collectors 
possess  scales  sufficiently  delicate  to  get  reliable 
tests.  There  is  the  further  difficulty  of  making 
exact  allowance  for  wear  of  the  coin.  The  surest 
way  is  to  examine  the  suspected  coin  very  closely 
under  a  high-power  lens.  Any  alteration  is  certain 
to  leave  abrasions  in  the  surface  of  the  metal 
and  these  marks  will  show  when  sufficiently 
magnified. 
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WATCH  FOR  THESE  COINS! 

In  spite  of  exaggerated  reports  and  irresponsible 
rumors,  it  is  still  possible  to  discover  “fortunes 
in  old  coins.”  The  following  short  list  is  well 
worth  memorizing.  The  coins  included  are  not 
“all  present  or  accounted  for”;  some  of  them 
may  well  be  still  at  large,  waiting  to  be  taken 
up  by  some  lucky  person  WHO  KNOWS.

THE  CONFEDERATE  HALF-DOLLAR 

Only  four  original  Confederate  half-dollars  were 
struck.  They  were  made  at  the  New  Orleans 
mint  upon  order  of  the  Confederate  States 
government,  the  obverse  die  for  the  regular  U.  S. 
1861  half-dollar  being  used,  together  with  a  new 
reverse  die  with  a  special  design  of  a  Confederate 
shield  beneath  a  liberty  cap.  The  later  re-strikes 
were  made  by  shaving  off  the  reverse  of  an  1861 
0-Mint  half  dollar  and  impressing  the  Con¬ 
federate  die.  They  are  distinguishable  by  their 
thinned  appearance  and  by  evidences  of  the 
original  reverse  being  cut  away.  This  is  the  only 
coin  ever  officially  issued  in  this  country  by  a 
government  other  than  the  United  States.

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COMMEMORATIVE  HALF-DOLLARS 


These  interesting  coins  are  commemorative  of 
important  events  in  American  history  and  were 
usually  issued  in  connection  with  expositions  or 
centennials.  They  were  sold  originally  at  a  pre¬ 
mium,  and  have  become  very  popular  with  coin 
collectors.  Most  collectors  insist  upon  having 
these  special  coins  in  “mint”  or  uncirculated 
condition,  and  tarnished  coins  or  those  not  quite 
up  to  this  high  standard  of  condition  are  worth 
much  less  than  the  regular  prices.  In  the  case  of 
the  Columbian  half-dollars,  these  coins  must  be 
“brand  new”  or  uncirculated  to  bring  any  pre¬ 
mium;  those  showing  signs  of  wear  are  worth 
face  value  only.

An  issue  of  600,000  of  the  Daniel  Boone  half- 
dollars  and  500,000  of  the  Arkansas  coins  is 
authorized.  A  Connecticut  half-dollar  showing 
the  famous  Charter  Oak  will  probably  be  issued 
during  1935.

SMALL  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  COINS 

Small  round  and  eight-cornered  gold  pieces  of 
one-fourth,  one-half,  and  one-dollar  denomina¬ 
tions  were  privately  issued  in  California  from 
1852  to  1880.  During  recent  years  imitations  of 
these  coins  have  been  made  and  sold  as  “sou¬ 
venirs,”  or  “tokens.  ’’Much  confusion  results 
from  mistaking  these  imitations  for  the  original 
issues  that  were  actually  struck  in  the  years 
dated.  In  addition  to  the  early  dates,  the  original 
California  gold  pieces  have  the  denomination 
stamped  upon  them:  “Dollar”  or  “Dol.  ’’The 
“token”  or  “souvenir”  pieces  do  not  have  the 
“dol.”  or  “dollar”  inscription  because  of  the 
federal  law  prohibiting  the  private  coinage  of 
money.  Collectors  are  seldom  interested  in  the 
souvenir  pieces.  The  original  coins  may  be  sold 
to  dealers  at  from  about  75c  to  $2.75  each  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  denomination,  date,  and  condi¬ 
tion.

U.  S.  FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Authorized  by  Congress  during  1862  to  relieve 
the  shortage  of  small  coins  resulting  from  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks.  These 
small  paper  bills,  a  source  of  annoyance  to  our 
ancestors,  who  affectionately  called  them  “shin- 
plasters,”  are  steadily  increasing  in  scarcity  and 
demand.  It  is  especially  difficult  to  obtain  them 
in  clean,  uncirculated  condition.  When  these 
notes  have  been  used  and  show  signs  of  wear  and 
soiling,  they  are  worth  very  much  less  than  the 
usual  prices.  The  commoner  varieties,  if  too  badly 
worn  and  torn  would  hardly  interest  collectors 
and  in  such  cases  should  be  turned  in  for  redemp¬ 
tion  at  their  face  value. 

Dealers  Mil  purchase  fractional  currency  at 
about  the  following  rates,  but  these  values  are 
for  perfect  specimens  in  crisp,  uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion  only.
